Long ere this gets to hand, you will have heard 
that the negroes of the island have rovolted, and 
that St. Pierre was reduced to a critical situation. 
1 avail myself of an opportunity which offers for 
the United States, to give you the particulars; but 
in order that you may have a better idea of the 
causes which gave birth to the insurrection, permit 
me to take a brief review of the past year. 

In February of last year, when our Governor
